JEFFERSON CITY,.March 13.— 
Preparation of the form of writ 
to be issued to election officials 
for a recount of the ballots in 
Lawrence McDaniel’s contest of the 
election of Gov. Forrest C. Don- 
nell, authorized late yesterday by 
the Legislature in joint session, 


was begun today. It is expected 
the form will be decided on and 
the writs issued Tuesday or 
Wednesday of next week. 

Joseph A, Bauer, chief clerk of 
the House of Representatives, said 


today that the writs would be issued |which was virtually razed the night 


from his office and sent to Sheriffs 
for service on board of election com- 
missioners and county clerks, as 
quickly as possible. 

Former Supreme Judge Frank 
E. Atwood, counsel for Gov. Don- 
nell, is preparing a form of writ 
which he will submit to Senator 
Phil M. Donnelly of Lebanon, 
chairman of the contest committee, 
for his approval. Donnelly said to- 


day he expected to go over the draft 


prepared by Atwood over the week 
end and expected to have it ready 


This would make possible a 
beginning of the recount by the 
end of next week, although the cus- 
todians of the ballots have 30 days 
after being served before they are 
required to open the ballot boxes. 

The count in St. Louis is not ex- 
pected to begin until after the may- 
oralty election April 1, because the 
Board of Election Commissioners 
will be occupied with arrangements 
for the election before that time 
and in handling the election re- 
turns in the few days following. 
If the board is served with a writ 
by Monday it will have until April 
16 before starting the count. 

Bi-partisan Procedure. 

The fairness of the procedure set 
up by the Legislature for the con- 
test is in sharp contrast of the parti- 
san machine scheme which was 
concocted at the beginning of the 
session and which was stopped by 
the Missouri Supreme Court. 

In this contest the ballots will be 
recounted by public officials in the 
presence of an equal number of 
representatives of Gov. Donnell and 
McDaniel. A legislative committee 
of an equal number of Democrats 
and Republicans will hear testi- 
mony on charges of fraud and ir- 
regularities if the taking of evi- 
dence is considered necessary after 
the .completion of the recount. 

Gov. Donnell was granted permis- 
sion by the Legislature to file an 
answer to McDaniel’s petition and 
permission to file a petition for a 
counter-contest, it being specifical- 
ly stated in the resolution adopted 
that he be given a full hearing on 
his counter-contest “in like manner 
as shall be provided for in the hear- 
ing of the points and facts in the 
contest. petition of Lawrence Mc- 
Daniel.” : 
The effect of this is to permit 
Donnell to deny ‘formally specific 
allegations of irregularities made by 
McDaniel and to present testimony 
in support of his denial.

‘Several Hundred’ Planes 
Used in Assault on Port

BERLIN, March 13 (AP).—De- 
struction “exceeding that at Coven- 


try” was reported by German 
sources today to have been wrought 
in a night raid on Liverpool, in 
which they said several hundred 
planes dropped bombs for hours. 
DNB, official news agency, said 
returning crewmen declared the 
devastation was worse than at Cov- 
entry, the Midlands industrial town 
of Nov. 14. 7 

“Hell broke looge on the Mer- 
sey,” one pilot reported, describing 
an “ocean of flames” visible 25- 
minutes flight away.. He described 
the scene as both grandiose and 
terrible. 

Another observer declared 10,000 
explosive and incendiary bombs 
were dropped, many ships in the 
harbor were damaged and huge 
losses were inflicted, . especially

Sixteen persons were killed and 
37 injured in Berlin, informed per- 
sons said, and other damage was 
inflicted at Bremen and Hamburg, 
two of Germany’s chief ports. 

At Bremen, DNB said, three per- 
sons were killed and three slightly 
injured. 

Thirteen British planes were said 
by the high command to have been 
shot down, 10 of them in the attacks 
on Berlin, Hamburg and Bremen. 
Loss of six German planes was ad- 
mitted. 

“Only residence sections, hos- 
pitals and a church” were listed as 
damaged in raids on Germany. Mil- 
itary and industrial objectives es- 
caped for the most part, it was 
said. ‘The many fires were extin- 
guished quickly and night fighters 
and anti-aircraft guns often forced 
the British to dump their bombs 
prematurely, the Germans said. 

Other German Action. 
In other actions, the high com- 
mand reported: 

1. The sinking of a British de- 
stroyer by a Nazi speedboat off the 
English southeast coast. 

2. The hitting of three big mer- 
chantmen and the sinking of one 
ship of 1000 tons in attacks by rec- 
onnaissance planes on convoys off 
the British east coast.

CANADIAN BOMBERS COLLIDE; 
SEVEN MEN REPORTED KILLED 


BONDHEAD, Ont., March 13 
(AP).—Seven men were believed to 
have been killed today when two 
large bombing planes touched 
wings and crashed on a farm just 
north of this village, 35 miles from 
Toronto. 

Royal Canadian Air Force offi- 
cials said the machines probably 
were from the training base at Port 
Albert. The commanding officer 
there said he had received “a vague 
report of a crash” and was check- 
ing it. 

When the machines hit the 
ground one apparently exploded, 
witnesse* said.

Reports of Mussolini Order. 

A Greek spokesman said cap- 
tured Italian officers reported Mus- 
solini has been in Albania almost 
a week to bolster the- morale of 
his troops and himself had ordered 
the recent series of strong attacks 
on the south central front, attacks 
which the Greeks reported were 
smashed over a 12-mile sector in 
bloody fighting.

Greek army circles said the ac- 
celerated attacks, apparently cen- 
tered around the vital Tepeleni 
area, were the heaviest of the war.

Italians Using Large Forces. 


“The Italians,” the Greek spokes- 
man said, “displayed great activity 
Tuesday, using large forces. The 
attack was violent and supported 
by every possible means. All day 
our troops repelled successive Ital- 
ian attacks, inflicting very heavy 
losses. At sunset the battlefield 
was strewn with dead and wound- 
ed. 
“At another point the enemy 
tried to outflank our troops, but 
failed and suffered:heavily as the 
result of counterattacks launched 
by our men, who dispersed their 
assailants and took 450 prisoners, 
including 115 of a battalion of 
Blackshirts with their officers and 
commander.” 

Greek bombers caused “much 
damage” to Italian camps, _ the 
spokesman said. 

A Royal Air Force communique 
today said “Italian troops and mo- 
tor transport concentrations on the 
Gllava-Buzi road again were at- 
tacked yesterday by R. A. F. 
bomber formations in support of 
Greek army operations.” 

Greek descriptions of the Fascist 
attacks said they were aimed at 
six points along the line and indi- 
cated that the Italians used more 
manpower than at any previous 
time since the war began Oct. 28. ' 


Italians Report Repulsing Greek 
Attacks in Tepeleni Sector. 


ROME, March 13 (AP).—The 
Italian high comfhand reported to- 
day Fascist troops had repulsed 
Greek assaults on both sides of the 
Viosa River in Albania and inflict- 
ed “heavy losses” on the attackers.

A budget of $20,939,501 for general 
municipal expenditures in the fiscal 
year starting next month was sub- 
mitted today to the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment by Budget 
Director Arthur C. Meyers. 

This is $133,260 less than the 
budget for the current fiscal year, 
including defiicency appropriations 
of about $400,000, and $1,876,452 
less than the total of requests by 
city aepartment heads. 

Meyefs said it was not possible 
to estimate next year’s revenue ac- 
curately because the Board of 
Equalization had not yet met and a 
statement of real and personal 
property assessments had not yet 
been received from the Assessor, 

The Estimate Board took no ac 
tion today on the Budget Director’s 
recommendativns. Later dates will 
be set for at least three public 
hearings at which taxpayers may 
appear. When approved by the Es- 
timate Board the Budget will be 
sent to the Board of Aldermen. 

Principal changes in the budget 
are a reduction of $388,944 for the 
Election Board and an increase of 
$254,000 in a PWA revolving fund. 
The Election Board decrease was 
possible because last year’s figure 
included the expense of the national 
election. The revolying fund in- 
crease is for hospital improvements, 

For the self-supporting Water Di- 
vision Meyers’ budget allows $2,- 
295,191, virtually the same figure 
as last year’s. This, and the allot- 
ment for service of the municipal 
debt, are in addition to the ap- 
propriation for general municipal 
expenditures.

As 
prepared by them, it included the 
desired bi-partisan provisions. The 
Legislature, without debate, adopt- 
ed a resolution submitted by the 
Republicans according to Gov. Don- 
nell the right to file a counter con- 
test. 


New Committee Named. 

Instead of following the original 
partisan “investigation” procedyre, 
which deprived Gov. Donnell of his 
office for 44 days, until tne Su- 
preme Court intervened, the resolu- 
tion provided for the appointment 
of a contest committee equally di- 
vided politically, to be appointed by 
Senator Frank P. Briggs, president 
pro tem of the Senate, and Speaker 
Morris Osburn of the House. 

Senator Briggs, in choosing three 
Democratic Senators to serve on 
the committee, eliminated the mem- 
bers of the old “investigating” com- 
mittee, which was secretly chosen 
by a never-disclosed authority and 
which became discredited through 
the arbitrary attempts of the Dem- 
ocrats controlling it to conduct the 
inquiry without permitting the Re- 
publican members to have a voice 
in the proceedings. 


Senator Briggs selected Senator 
Donnelly as committee chairman 
because he is an outstanding Sen- 
ator who has the confidence of Re- 
publicans as well as Democrats for 
his ability as a lawyer and for his 
fairness. The other Democrats 
named by Briggs were Senators 
Emery W. Allison of Rolla ang 
Derwood E. Williams of Troy. 
Allison had been named 0on 
the original investigating commit- 
tee, but resigned from it before it 
started to function. The Republican 
Senators named are George A. Ro- 
zier of Perryville and Ray Mabee 
of : Unionville, who were on_ the 
Original committee, and George H. 
Miller of Hermitage. The Demo- 
cratic members of the original 
committee? who were eliminated by 
Briggs, were Senators L. N. Searcy 
of Eminence, Bert Bradley of But- 
ler and Jesse D. Sexton of Lawson. 
Speaker Osburn of the House, in 
contrast to Senator Briggs’ action, 
retained the House members of the 
old discredited committee, renam- 
ing Representatives Hoy Hamlin of 
Hannibal, H. C. Crist of Spring- 
field and Paul K. Gibbons of Edina, 


4ithe three Democratic members. 


Osburn, -who had co-operated in 
the scheme of Chairman C. Marion 
Hulen of the Democratic State 
Committee to deprive Donnell of 
his office by refusal to comply with 
the constitutional requirement that 
he announce Dennell’s election on 
the face of the returns, continued 
in the same course in reappointing 
the Democratic committee mem- 
bers. He also renamed the two Re- 
publican members, Randall R. Kitt

Safeguards Provided. . 
Unusual features in that part of 
the resolution setting up the con- 
test committee are provisions that 


(ino meeting of the committee may 
Bi be held in the absence of the chair- 
miman, Senator Donnelly, and that all 


committee meetings must be called 
by the chairman by serving written 
notice on the members. 

These provisions are taken as 
guarantee that in conducting the 
jcontest there will be no such sharp 
practices as were attempted by the 
old committee. The Democrats in 
control of that committee held se- 
cret meetings and took secret ac- 
tions without notice to the Repub- 
lican members. 

To guard against a_ possibility 
that with an equal party representa- 
tion on the committee the Repub- 
lican members could halt proceed- 
ings by remaining away from meet- 
ings, the resolution provides that 
half the committee shall constitute 
a quorum. 

When the Legislature met in 
joint session late yesterday after- 
noon it immediately adopted a 
resolution by Senator Searcy grant- 
ing the prayer in McDaniel’s peti- 
tion that he be permitted to pro- 
duce evidence of the frauds and ir- 
regularities he alleged. 
Representative Kitt then offered 
a resolution, signed by himself and 
three other Republicans, Senators 
Rozier and Mabee and Renresenta- 
tive Howard Elliott of St. Louis 
County, granting Gov. Donnell 20 
days in which to file his answer, 
counter petition and counter con- 
test, and directing that they be 
given an equal hearing with Mc- 
Daniel’s . petition. 

Procedure Resolution, 

Searcy then introduced the reso- 
lution setting up the procedure, 
which had been prepared by Mc- 
Daniel and Judge Smith. It. was 
ladopted without debate, and the 
joint assembly dissolved, having 
been in session only 35 minutes. 

The vote on the resolution to 
grant McDaniel’s petition for con- 
sideration of his contest was 130 
for and 48 against, with six ab- 
sent. The 108 Democrats present 
were joined by 22 Republicans in 
voting to accept jurisdi-tion of the 
contest. Forty-eight Republicans 
ivoted agaist it.

On Keeping His Pledges. 

Have I kept my pledges in the 
past? When I applied for the job 
of managing St. Louis in 1933, 1 
set forth a platform. The high 
points of this platform were econ- 
omy and a progressive administra- 
tion. In the first four years of 
my administration we cut nine mil- 
lion doliars from the city’s expenses 
—a budget saving of more than 
two million dollars per year. That's 
in the record. As to progress, we 
initiated new public works, insti- 
tuted new city services and began 
a far-reaching campaign and plan 
to make St. Louis a better place in 
which to live.

But it remained for my adminis- 
tration, working with citizens of 
good will, to finally get the thing 
done. 

Milk and Memorial. 
I am equally proud of pure milk. 
Eight years and more ago the milk 
sold in St. Louis did not come up 
to the Government standard for 
purity. I think many of you will 
recall being told by doctors not 
to drink fresh milk or give it to 
your children but to drink canned

Such’ shortages of workers - as 
have developed so far have not 
seriously impeded the program, In 
fact, most members of industry ap- 
pear to face the task with full 
confidence that it can be done and 
quickly now that it is getting over 
the first hurdles. 

The experience. which engineers 
have had in job analyses in such 
industries as lens grinding and ma- 
chine tools heightens their belief 
they have a solution of the labor 
training problem. It has given 
them the key by which they rap- 
idly may unlock the doors of plants

In spite of the early objections 
by some spokesmen for organized 
craftsmen, most of them are said 
by officials to have become con- 
vinced that job analysis is probably 
the best way to set the wheels of 
America’s new armament industry 
to turning quickly.

Four weeks, or 
six weeks, and he can be put into 
the shop, working under the eyes 
of a fully skilled craftsman who 
knows the whole series of opera- 
tions.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAVE just read your editorial deal- 

ing with the acquisition of the TNT 
plant site in St. Charles County, and 
while I agree with your contention that 
the Government should not be gouged, I 
wish to give you the farmers’ side of this 
controversy. 

I think your discussion of the appraised 
value of the site is beside the point. Prop- 
erty appraisements in St. Charles County, 
like the appraisements in St. Louis, mean 
nothing and everybody knows it. 

Perhaps some St. Charles County farm- 
ers received more than they were entitled 
to receive, but I doubt it. Others got 
less than the actual value of their land. 
I know instances where St. Charles 
County farms were sold in recent years 
for as much as $220 an acre, bought 
exclusively for farming purposes. 

When the Government announced it 
would locate a defense project in St. 
Charles County, it served notice that the 
farmers must turn over their property 
immediately and vacate their homes or 
be thrown out. When this ultimatum 
reached them, they were then actually 
harvesting their fall crops. Cofn in the 
fields, hay in the barns and livestock 
had to be moved, or practically given 
away, while the farmers looked for shel- 
ter for their families. : 

Did our magnanimous Government of- 
fer them assistance in this unusual emer- 


gency created by the Government? Not / 


on your life! It was hard-boiled. It 
forced the farmers to sign options on 
their homes under threat of condemna- 
tion and then refused to advance one 
penny on the options, thus forcing the 
evicted farmers to root, hog, or die. 

It was a shameful procedure, executed 
at a time when our Government was 
planning actually to give away billions 
of dollars to foreign nations. 

Some of the farmers got their money 
and some did not. Most of those paid 
were people of influence who were able 
to put pressure on Washington. ‘The 
farmer without influence was thrown out 
of his home and refused an advance on 
his option that would have permitted him 
to buy a home elsewhere, although winter 
Was upon him. 

Many of the homes thus taken over in 
burglar fashion by the Government have 
been burned by the Government, but 
not paid for, and are now to be con- 
demned.

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KICKING DEMOCRACY IN THE FACE. 


The Missouri House of Representatives has made 
its mistake in accepting the Lauf resolution to kill 
the non-partisan court amendment and it seemingly 
is going to stick by that mistake. This is to com- 
pound a felony. 

The choice before the House could not have been 
plainer. It could follow the wishes of the people of 
Missouri who last November adopted the amendment 
to lift the courts from machine politics and boss rule. 

Or it could follow that leader of the wrecking crew, 
H. P. Lauf, who has allied himself with predatory 

terests throughout his legislative career. It has 

ored the people and followed Lauf. — ’ 

What makes the course of the legislators even 
worse is that they have done this deliberately. They 
have gone back and underlined their flouting of the 
public’s will. 

The first time the resolution was perfected it was 
by a vote of 91 to 9. Then it was reintroduced to 
remove any doubt as to the resolution’s constitution- 
ality. When it came up this week for a second 
perfection, the vote was 114 to 18. Now it is ready 
for passage. 

Can it be that the House is actually going to pass 
this insulting measure? 

For the Lauf resolution is just that—an insult to 
the voters of Missouri. Seven proposals were on 
their constitutional ballot last November. They re- 
jected six and adopted one. That one was the non- 
partisan court amendment. It carried in St. Louis by 
a majority of 85,000, in St. Louis County by approxi- 
mately 40,000. Yet not a single St. Louis or St. 
Louis County Representative stood by the amendment 
in the House! 

Wrecker Lauf says that the people were deceived 
by “a few select lawyers” and the “metropolitan 
press.” He says the system “smacks of foreignism” 
and gives the judicial selection committees “powers 
that a Hitler or a Mussolini never enjoyed.” 

Bunk—pure, unadulterated drivel! 

Did Lauf ever hear of the Federal Courts? Does 
he know that Federal Judges—District, Appellate 
and Supreme—are appointed by one man? Does he 
consider that it is “foreignism” for the Constitution 
to entrust the selection of Supreme Court Justices to 
the President? 

Why is it “foreignism” to combine the best features 
of the appointive and elective systems so as to lift 
judicial choices from party politics when it was not 
“foreignism” to have incompetents set up as Circuit 
Judges, chosen by political bosses, as in St. Louis 
in recent years? 

As the Executive Committee of the Missouri Bar 
Association points out, the first choice of Judges 
under the amendment and the vote on the Lauf re- 
pealer would come at the same election, November, 
1942. 

Do not our legislators care whether the amend- 
ment has even the briefest trial? 

Are they willing to prejudge the amendment with- 
out any evidence on which to base their decision? 
Do they not see the anomaly they would create 
by forcing voters to decide on repealing the amend- 
ment at the very time they are making their first 
use of it? 

Do the members of the Missouri House believe in 
democracy or don’t they? If they do, they will yet 
stop this vicious effort to overturn a judgment of th 
voters at the polls. . 
They will stop making a mockery of our aid to 
embattled democracy on the other side of the At- 
lantic by kicking democracy in the face here at home. 
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SENATOR TRUMAN GETS UNDER WAY. 
It is appropriate that on the day’ President Roose- 
velt sent Congress his call for seven billion dollars 
to implement the Lease-Lend Act, Senator Truman's 
committee to investigate defense contracts held its 
first meeting. 
Seven billion dollars is a staggering sum, as Amer- 
icans will be brought to realize more acutely when 
they make out their income tax returns next winter. 
And seven billion dollars is only the beginning. 
The matter is settled in principle. The American 
people, through the instrumentality of full and free 
debate in Congress, have decided to pay the cost of 
making this country the arsenal of democracy. They 
will not begrudge the money. But the generous spirit 
in which they are underwriting the program entitles 
them to protection against overcharging. 

This is the chief function of the Truman committee. 
Its job is to find out whether the defense and lease- 
lend contracts are being drawn and executed in 
such a way as to give the taxpayers full value for 
their money. If they are not, the committee will 
force the delinquents into the light of publicity. The 
Government can then act, and it will be supported by 
the power of an aroused public opinion. The aim is 
to prevent repetition of the World War wave of 
profiteering. 

It is a big assignment. It will require endless 
research, and the findings must be sifted with care 
and appraised without a trace of unfairness.

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MORE McDANIEL PETITION BLUNDERS. 
‘Affidavits and angry protests from Missouri citi- 
’zens, denying charges made in Lawrence McDaniel’s 
contest for the governorship, continue to pour into 
Jefferson City. 

A Concordia man, described in the McDaniel pe- 
tition as an ex-convict, denies on oath that he was 
ever convicted or in prison. A Lafayette County 
man, called in the petition an alien ineligible to 
vote, cites the record of his naturalization. A Con- 
cordia pair, charged with voting illegally on Nov. 5, 
swear they did not attempt to vote. Three other 
Concordia citizens present affidavits that they are 
not insane, as the petition alleges. And so on and on. 

The McDaniel “evidence” is 90 per cent false, says 
Charles Ferguson, Republican State chairman. Even 
if it is only 10 per cent false, this erroneous labeling 
of citizens as ex-convicts, criminals and lunatics cer- 
tainly isn’t doing the Democratic -party any good, 
so far as its prestige in future elections is concerned. 
It will take a long time for the offended persons 
and their families to forget such insults as that at 
the hands of the Democratic claimant to the Gov- 
ernor’s seat. 
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THE PATIENT’S MYTHICAL FREEDOM OF CHOICE. 

Whenever plans are presented for making adequate 
medical services available to more than the present 
third, or less, of the people who receive them, con- 
servative doctors invariably have one major objec- 
tion to offer. Any change in the system is harmful, 
they say, if it “interferes with the patient’s right to 
free choice of a physician.” 

A growing number of physicians are beginning to 
look realistically at this alleged fundamental of medi- 
cal practice. One of them, Dri Borden S. Veeder, 
noted St. Louis pediatrician, spoke on the subject 
Tuesday, and dismissed this “God-given right” out of 
hand as “a lot of bunk, because it doesn’t exist.” 

He proceeded to cite instances where there is no 
such choice as the conservatives dedicate themselves 
to preserving. In many a small town, Dr, Veeder said, 
the patient is lucky if he is within reach of one 
physician. Patients tnable to pay go to public 
clinics and a physician is assigned to them. Even 
the well-to-do who go to such institutions as the 
Mayo Clinic also do not choose their own physicians. 

As a matter of fact, the choice of physician by the 
average patient is based largely on chance and social 
contact. Many doctors are chosen through recom- 
mendations of a prospective patient’s friends. Others 
are chosen at random by opening the pages of a 
telephone book. A patient referred to a specialist 
by his general practitioner is not exercising freedom 
of choice. In fact, it is better so, since few laymen 
know enough about medicine and about doctors to 
have a sound basis for making a selection. 

Dr. Veeder’s view is similar to that of Dr. Hugh 
Cabot, a distinguished member of the Mayo Clinic 
staff. In an address reprinted in part in the 
Post-Dispatch of Sept. 25, 1938, Dr. Cabot said: 

“Freedom of choice of physicians,” about which 

organized medicine talks so freely, is largly a 
myth. The patient in search of competent medi- 
cal care has today no freedom of choice such 
as he has in the purchase of any other kind of 
goods or services. What this freedom of choice 
amounts to is freedom of guesswork. 
So this venerable tradition turns out, in the opin- 
fon of these two experiénced men, and many more, 
to be only “a myth,” “a lot of bunk” and “freedom 
of guesswork.” The next time there is discussion of 
medical co-operatives, health insurance or state 
medicine, the conservative physicians should be 
straightforward enough to leave out their im- 
chant about “freedom of choice.”

HE world is now in the fourth great 
T period of revolution and social change— 

like the Dawn of History, the breakup 
of the Roman Empire and the downfall of 
the Middle Ages. 

The reason we are in a period of world 
revolution today is that we have allowed 
our machine. to get away out ahead af the 
procession—far ahead of institutions and 
social thinking. We have a Machine Age 
Model 1941 and try to run it by -.institu- 
tions which date from somewhere between 
the cave life of the Stone Age and the 
days of George Washington. 

Attempts were made to bridge the gulf 
between machines and institutions and to 
bring about orderly progress before the 
first World War by Bismarck and his so- 
cial legislation, by the reforms of Asquith 
and Lloyd George before 1914, by French re- 
forms spurred on by Jaures, and by Theo- 
dore Roosevelt in his Square Deal. 

At the same time, we seemed to be on 
our way to success in putting an end to 
war, the chief menace to the human race, 

* * * 


All these promising trends toward bridg- 
ing the gulf without war and revolution 
were rudely shattered by the first World 
War. The German Empire was ended and 
the Republic soon ruined by the Treaty of 
Versailles. The Liberal party in England 
was destroyed and that country was hand- 
ed over to the inexperienced social climber, 
Ramsay MacDonald, and to the inept and 
smug Tory autocracy. Jaures was assas- 
sinated in 1914, and since then no man of 
his stature has appeared in France, In the 
United States, we passed from the Square 
Deal and the New Freedom to “normalcy” 
under Harding and to sleeping sickness 
under Coolidge. 

The war system was intensified on the 
heels of the “war to end war.” First we 
had the violent hegemony and militarism 
of France and then the Nazi challenge. 
The League of Nations evaporated because 
it was supported by states that preferred 
political and economic racketeering to peace. 

All this meant that our periog of world 
revolution was doomed to far-reaching and 
long-continued war and violence. The Old 
World was divided into ruthless totalitarian 


cies—the product of progress frustrated 
by the first World War. 

The democracies showed little realism and 
energy in handling their domestic. prob- 
lems, and in foreign policy they gambled 
recklessly by grooming and building up Hit- 
ler as the “wonder-boy” who would bag the 
Russian Bear and his red necktie. As it 
turned out, Old Joe of the Kremlin is now 
sitting in the seat the “Umbrella Man” 
hoped to occupy and is now “sicking” Adolf 
onto ihe British Lion. 

The second World War is fundamentally 
a clash between totalitarian aggression and 
democratic dry rot. It hag set ahead the 
period of acute crisis in our world revolu- 
tion and is greatly hastening the tempo of 
social change. Within 20 years, the world 
will pass through greater cultural changes 
thao in the period since Napoleon,

2. A negotiated ‘peace, which is not un- 


| likely, because Britain is still run by the 


Tories who see themselves daily brought 
closer to ruin by the impending Socialist 
revolution in Britain and by the ever-in- 
creasing prospect that Stalin is the only 
person who can win in the event of a long 
and exhausting war. 

3. And Anglo-American defeat of Germany 
and Japan, after fiv. to 15 years of war, and 
after great American fleets are sent to Eu- 
rope and the Far East and at least 5,000,000 
American soldiers to Europe and over l1,- 
000,000 to Asia. These figures probably 
minimize the number of Americans required 
to win. A distinguished veteran of the first 
World War has estimated that we would 
have to mobilize 25,000,000 men to win, 

In case of such an Anglo-American defeat 
of Germany after a long war, we would not, 
even then, have an Anglo-American vic- 
tory. The victory would go to Josef Stalin, 
who in the intervening years, would be 
stroking his mustache and stoking his al- 
ready great war machine. The Anglo-Amer- 
ican winners and the German losers would 
be easy picking indeed for him, as would 
also an already Soviet-dominated China and 
a Japan crushed by American bombard- 
ment. The Old World would be a push- 
over for the Communist hosts. 

If Russia remains neutral until 1945, she 
will be the strongest military power in the 
Old World and stronger than we could be 
in Europe. An exhausted England, United 
States and Germany would be as easy 
picking for Stalin in 1945 or 1950 as any 
fifth-rater would be for Joe Louis in the 
pink of condition. 


4. A long war, ending in a stalemate, 
with Russia neutral. This would provide 
even easier picking for the war-lord of the 
Kremlin than would an Anglo-American de- 
feat of Germany. 

5. A long war and a stalemate with Rus- 
sia in the war and exhausted like the rest. 
In this case, only chaos could win. We 
might revert to barbarism for a century 
or more. No nation would be strong enough 
to bring order out of chaos. 

In any realistic view of the war, only 
Germany or Russia has any chance of a 
clean-cut victory if the war continues— 
with Russia having better than 2-to-1 odds 
over Germany for the ultimate victory. In- 
deed, since a long war, ending in an Anglo- 
American defeat of Germany or in a stale- 
mate, seems rather likely now, the ulti- 
mate triumph of Russia and Communism 
seems weill-nigh inevitable if the, world per- 
sists in its military folly. 

The effects of a long-contihued war on 
the United States are not difficult to dis- 
cern. They are the following: 

1. Wartime Fascism and a totalitarian 
system, which may last longer than our 
Federal Constitution has lasted. 

2, The loss of our democracy and civil 
—** for decades. 

3. of capitalist system thro deb 
taxation, inflation and state —— 

4. The prospect of a Communist totalitar- 
janism after the war, as the result of a 
Stalin-dominated Old World. 

5. A scapegoat period after the war which 
will make Hitler seem a Judophile by com- 
parison, and will make the Ku Klux Klan 
of the ‘20s appear like a convention of the 
Conference of Jews and Christians.

‘make the patient worse instead of 
better,” physicians were warned in 
closing sessions of the St. Louis 
Clinics’ four-day annual confer- 
ence, attended by 134 specialists 
and practitioners, today at Hotel 
Coronado. : 
Where such functional “nervous- 
ness” is mistaken for a toxic or 
“poisonously” overactive» thyroid 
and the patient is subjected to 
operation, said Dr. Robert W. 


Bartlett, “symptoms are subse- 
quently worse than ever, due to the 
additional insult inflicted on an al- 
ready impaired nervous system.” 
Although some kidney, lung, heart 
and blood diseases also may be con- 
fused with the glandular disease, he 
said, “day in and day out when one 
is confronted with the picture of 
nervousness, heart consciousness 
and weight loss,” the diagnosis lies 
between over-activity and, curicus- 
ly, under-activity of the thyroid 
and functional nervous states. . 

As a contrast useful in making 
the distinction, he described the in- 
ner “nervousness” of anxiety neu- 
rosis as against the physical tre- 
mor of hyperthyroidism. The per- 
son with toxically overactive thy- 
roid wakes up refreshed, tires rap- 
idiy but recuperates on brief rest, 
whereas one suffering from a neu- 
rosis wakes up tired and remains 
so, and one with underactive thy- 
roid rises weary but “wakes up” 
as the day wears on. In “border- 
line” thyroid overactivity, irregular 
heart action and “shortness of 
breath” show on exertion, while in 
neurosis the heart seems to misbe- 
have when the patient has a mo- 
ment of rest to think about him- 
self, and shortness of breath occurs 
under excitement. 7 

The over-active thyroid makes a 
patient suffer in hot weather, the 
under-active in cold, , neurosis in 
both hot and cold. Emphasizing 
thet even physicians of wide ex- 
perience were not infallible in in- 
trepreting these subordinate and 
common signs, Dr. Bartlett out- 
lined a series of circulatory, blood 
and clinical tests and added a 
warning against reliance on basal 
metabolism figures without extreme 
care against inaccuracy and a 
check against the patient’s normal 
metabolic rate. 

A wide range of causes in which 
anemia is secondary, although it 
may be the first symptom noticed, 
to be treated only on recognition 
and removal of the cause rather 
than by the liver and iron treat- 
ment for primary anemia, was de- 
scribed in detail yesterday by Dr. 
Charles Austin Doan of Ohio State 
College of Medicine at Columbus. 

Dean Willis D. Gatch of Indiana‘ 
University School of Medicine, cit- 
ing evidence of chemical rather 
than germ causes of gall bladder 
inflammation, discussed less radi- 
cal and therefore safer surgical 
techniques thus made possible for 
its treatment.

Laser Hesse Started as Errand 
Boy, Rose to Manager 
of Department. 


He never had any particular de- 
sire to be “filthy rich” and didn't 
think the father of two children 
could afford to take chances. 
“And so,” 84-year-old Laser Hesse 
explained, “I stayed with the firm.” 
Saturday will mark the seventi- 


eth anniversary of his employment 
by the Rice-Stix Dry Goods Co. He 
will celebrate the day quietly in 
his apartmcnt at 5673 Enright ave- 
nue with his daughter, Miss Perle 
Hesse; his. pure white Boston ter- 
rier and his memories. “Can’t go 
down to the office,” he grumbled. 
“It’s elosed Saturdays.” 

Rice-Stix was in Memphis when 
Hesse, orphan son of a Confeder- 
ate veteran, went on the payroll 
as an errand boy. The firm moved 
to St. Louis from Memphis because 
of a series of yellow fever epi- 
demics, caused by lack of a sewage 
system, and Hesse went along in 
1879. 

“I remember the day I stepped 
off the City of Providence, a side- 
wheel steamboat that took almost 
two days to get here,” he recalled 
in a conversatiog today with a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “St. Louis 
had a hustle and bustle. ‘The tall 
buildings—the highest was the six- 
story Davis store at Broadway and 
Washington—impressed me. We 
called the Jefferson avenue horse 
cars the ‘G.-O. P.,’ which meant 
‘get out and push,’” 

He remained with the firm, re- 
ceiving periodic increases and pro- 
motions but never sought outside 
opportunities. One came to him 
unsought, but he turned it down. 
“I wasn’t afraid that I wouldn’t 
make the grade,” he said, “but I 
just didn’t like to take the chance. 
I didn’t think a man with two kid- 
dies could afford to take a chance.” 

Hesse refuses to admit that he 
is retired, although for the last 10 
years Rice-Stix executives, most of 
whom he assisted with advice and 
instruction when they were work- 
ing up from stock clerks and er- 
rand boys, have required that he 
visit the office only when he felt 
in a mood to do so.

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'S INTENTIONS

WASHINGTON, March 13. 
WO interpretations can be 
on Admiral Darlan’s threat to 
use the French fleet ta convoy 
food ships if the British refused to 
permit wheat to enter unoccupied 
France, Either it was a simple and 
rather natural pressure move, with- 
out ‘motive, or it was the sign that 
Germany's ‘unceasing diplomatic 
struggle to bring the French fleet 
into the war against Britain would 
soon be crowned with success. In 
the first case, British concessions 
— * be useful; in the second, use- 
Happily, the best opinion here in- 
clines to the view that the first in- 
terpretation is correct. For a good 
many months the President and the 
State Department have worked to 
convince the British that “some- 
thing could be done with Vichy.” 
Before any important move can be 
made, Darlan’s real intentions must 
first have been ascertained. But 
it seems extremely possible that 
the episode will close with the 
American Embassy at Vichy serv- 
ing as a postoffice between the Brit- 
ish and French authorities, and the: 
arrangement of properly safeguard- 
ed food supplies for unoccupied 
France, 


Meaning of a Convoy. 

HE situation is, of course, ex- 
T ceeaingly ticklish. In his con- 

versations with our Ambassador 
at Vichy, Admiral Leahy, Marshal 
Petain has constantly reiterated his 
determination to stand by the origi- 
nal armistice terms with Germany, 
and not to go beyond them in Fran- 
co-German collaboration. Admiral 
Darlan, however, devoted his first 
talk with Leahy to an embittered 
denunciation of the British and all 
their works. Like most French 
naval mén, he never loved them. 
His feelings towards them were 
transformed into active dislike dur- 
ing the last days of the fall of 
France, ‘ 

At that time he was outraged by 
the British decision that France 
was gone, and that it would serve 
no purpose to risk in’ France the 
air strength so desperately needed 
for the defense of the British Isles. 
He was also personally affected by 
an unfortunate accident. His son, 
in the French marines, was sta- 
tioned next to the only’ British 
division that fought in the final, 
battle of the Somme. On the first 
day, the French armies were 
ordered to hold their positions, and 
to die at their posts if necessary. 
There was no break through dur- 
ing the first day, but owing prob- 
ably to a confusion of orders, the 
British division retreated. They 
not only retreated, they also blew 


up the bridges behind them, so that 


putjand his fellow marines were 


on the day following young Darian 


trapped and taken prisoner in the 


That Darlan hates the British,| 


particularly after Mersel Kebir, 
Oran and Dakar, no one doubts. 
Luckily, unlike his predecessor, 
Pierre Laval, he also hates the 
Germans. Thus despite his.anti- 
British tendencies, it is believed, 
or perhaps one should say strongly 
hoped here that he means to follow 
the Petain policy of preserving the 
armistice status quo. Thus also it 
is strongly hoped that if the British 
can be induced to relax the block- 
ade to allow. passage to a stated 
number of Red Cross wheat ships, 
for supervised distribution in unoc- 
cupied French territory,  Darlan 
will not’ carry out his threat to 
convoy French merchantmen 
through the blockade. 

The question is vitally important. 
For if Darlan begins by convoying| 
French merchantmen, he is almost 
certain to end by fighting the Brit- 
ish fleet. And when the British 
naval resources are already 
strained to the utmost, it would be 
a tragic setback to have the 
French fleet come in on the Ger- 
man side. — 
Misjudging the French. 

HE truth is that at the State 

Department and in circles close 

to the White House, the British 
are thought to have been far from 
astute in their dealings with France 
since last spring. Once it became 
clear to the Vichy Government 
that Britain was not certain to be 
defeated, the men of Vichy were 
at least partiy liberated from Ger- 
man control, and there was room 
for diplomacy. Darlan himself had 
pledged his honor never to let the 
French fleet fall into German 
hands. At Montoire, when he 
blocked the unlovely plans of La- 
val, and later, when he dismissed 
Laval from the government, Mar- 
shal Petain set his face against 
giving military aid to Germany. 
Yet the British have never made 
any but the smallest concessions 
to France, and have made those 
grudgingly. 

For the first concession to be 
obtained at all, Lord Lothian had 
to go to London and use his per- 
sonal influence. Last fall, when 
American diplomacy began to be 
aimed at keeping Vichy from too 
active pro-German moves, the State 
Department urged the Foreign Of- 
fice to allow the Red Cross to send 
milk ships and medicine ships for 
the French children. Through for- 
mer Ambassador to France Wil- 
liam C, Bullitt, Lord Lothian was 
firmly converted to the American

DRAFT REPORTING 


One County District and 
One Ward in City Un- 
able to Fill Quotas of 
Two: Men Each. 


The last contingent of Negroes 
in the second March call for draft 
districts in St. Louis and St. Louis 
founty reported at Jefferson Bar- 
racks today to begin a year of 
army training. 

While 170 men were called for, 
County District 4 and Ward 26 


were unable to fill their quotas of 
only two men each. There are 82 
Negro registrants in the county 
district and 39 in: Ward 26. Since 
questionnaires are sent out only in 
order of registrants’ numbers, how- 
ever, only about a dozen Negroes 
have been classified by each board. 

In each district about eight men 
were deferred because of depend-' 
ents; all but one of the others 
failed to pass physical examina- 
tions. In each case the one man 
who passed the examination did so 
too late for inclusion in today’s 


quota. ~ 

. To Be Made Up Later. 

These two boards were advised by 
State Selective Service headquarters 
to send no men in this call. The dif- 
ference will be made up in later 
calls. On several previous occasions, 
when out-state counties were un- 
able to fill their quotas for Negroes, 
St. Louis wards were asked to send 
an additional number, for which 
they will be given credit on later 
calls, —

Casey’s Protests. 

Casey protested the fact that St. 
Louis and Kansas City school of- 
ficials had “gone outside of Mis- 
souri” to obtain the services of ex- 
perienced actuaries to help draft 
the pending retirement measures. 

“Are the people of this State so 
ignorant and uneducated that no 
one can be found in Missouri to 
draft this type of a law?” Casey 
asked. “If this is so we might as 
well close our schools and colleges 
and plead ignorance.” 

Senator Casey also complained 
that it was virtually impossible to 
understand the technical language 
of the bills, and criticised the pro- 
posed payment of pensions to 
school janitors, clerks,® librarians 
and maintenance employes, as well 
as to teachers. 

The St. Louis school employe re- 
tirement bill, which is being sup- 
ported by the city administration, 
is in a much better position to be 
passed than a similar bill proposed 
two years ago. At that time mem- 
bers of the Board of Education 
were divided on what the law 
should provide and labor groups 
were opposed to the bill as then 
drawn. 

Compromise of Views. 

Speakers for the pending pro- 
posal pointed out that the bill 
represents a compromise of the 
views of the teachers and the 
board, and that the board has ap- 
proved it unanimously and 88 per 
cent of the teachers voted in a ref- 
erendum to accept it. 

Charles M, Hay, attorney for the 
Teachers’ Committee, told the Sen- 
ators the purpose of the.bill was 
to give St. Louis better school per- 
sonnel, to enable the city to hold 
a better class of teachers and to 
retire those who had passed the 
period of usefulness. Emmet T.

Says Doctor

OES a quick sugar pick-me-up 

—orange juice, glass of pop, 

lemonade—help to keep up ath- 
letic efficiency? 

Several years ago Dr. Sansum 
of Santa Barbara, advocated a 
glass of orange juice to prevent 
shopper’s headache or golfer’s fa- 
tigue. This advice was reported in 
this column and I had a good deal 
of kidding from my professional 
colleagues on the subject. I now 
point to the Journal of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association for July 
27, 1940, in justification of Dr. 
Sansum and 


myself, 

In this report, Dr. Paul Michael 
of Oakland, Cal., made blood sugar 
studies on 30 golfers at intervals 
from playing the first to the eight- 
eenth holes, Following usual lunch- 


eons and playing under ordinary | 


¢conditions, he found that the blood 
sugar dropped to low levels be- 
tween the ninth and fifteenth holes, 
in a foursome, and the eleventh to 
the fourteenth holes in a twosome. 
Those periods, he points out, corre- 
spond to the time of lessened effi- 
ciency of the players. More sugar 
at lunch or sugar or candy at the 
seventh or ninth hole resulted in a 
definite improvement in symptoms 
and efficiency, and on the whole, 
better scores. 

The explanation is easy for the 
physiologist. The muscles utilize 
sugar and exercise always reduces 
the blood sugar curve. Here for 
the first time we have a definite 
record of the correspondence of a 
low blood sugar with a drop in effi- 
ciency in a game of skill. The time 
when the blood sugar was low cor- 
responded to the time when the 
golfers complained the most of fa- 
tigue and also when the largest 
number of poor shots was made.

HE old gray bonnet with the

He 
needs nothing on the side. I went 
‘into the réasons and ramifications 
of this change at some length. 

Aside from this the responses to 
the opening two-bid remain substan- 
tially the same: ' 

When the responder (to an open- 
ing two-bid) holds one honor trick 
or less, and. no suit as good as 
those set’ down above, he © still 
should make the negative response 
of two no trump. 

With adequate trump support for 
the opening bid and about one hon- 
or trick or more, he should give a 
single raise. 

With strong trump support (x x 
xx xor Q xx x), but with no ace, 
king, singleton, or void in the hand, 


_he should give a double raise. This, 


it must be noted, is a warning lim- 
it bid showing trump support, but 
nothing else. 

With one-plus honor trick, re- 
sponder may bid any biddable suit, 
or raise if able. 

With one and one-half honor 
tricks he may bid any biddable 
suit or jump to three no trump. 

With two and one-half honor 
tricks he may jump to four no 
trump. This is a forcing response, 
but is not a conventional 4-5 no 
trump bid.

cidedly risky bid, and got what it 
deserved. 

West opened the spade _ king. 
South won and led a low heart to 
the queen. East won and returned 
his original fourth best spade; West 
cashed two rounds, then, in no 
hurry for his fifth spade, put East 
back on lead with the spade 10. 

Declarer, meanwhile, had had to 
make two discards, and had let 
go two diamonds. East now re- 
turned his top diamond. Declarer 
won with the ace and led the club 
jack. West ducked, but took the 
next lead of the club queen. Now 
the last spade made matters very 
hot for the declarer. Dummy was 
down to the K-8 of hearts and the 
K-9 of clubs. If declarer had 
known about West’s blank jack of 
hearts he could have reduced his 
own holding to 10-7 of hearts, dia- 
mond king, and club 10, but not 
having this knowledge, he was 
afraid to blank his diamond king. 
Hence, he let go the low heart. 
West now made a neat “blocking 
play.” He led the heart jack. This 
smothered declarer’s 10 spot and 
made another losing trick unavoid- 
able. If he cashed dummy’s clubs 
and heart king, one defender would 
take the last trick with the heart 
nine. The alternative play, how- 
ever, was no more successful. De- 
clarer, after winning with the 
heart king, led the club nine to 
his own 10, then hopefully laid 
down the diamond king. The queen 
still was guarded, however, and 
South had to concede the diamond 
jack, and a penalty of 500 points,
